To Mr. Anthony Eden, Britain’s forty 
years old Foreign Secretary, and to Mrs. 
iden, fell the -honour last night of enter- 


taining King George and Queen Elizabeth ' 


and Queen Mary at the first of the great 
banquets outside Buckingham Palace, 
which follow the Coronation. 

The Foreign Office, the centre of so many 
epoch making events In international 
history, has seldom before been the scene 
of so brilliant a function. 


Among the 120 guests were members of 


the Royal Family, the King’s Coronation 
cuests, the Prime Minister, the Dominion 
Prime Ministers, and the heads of the 
Diplomatic Corps in London.

The King and Queen were received at 
the main entrance by Mr. and Mrs. Eden,

HOSPITAL SHIP RACES TO 
WOUNDED 


PEEDY assistance fróm 
Spanish Government war- 
ships is believed in Spanish circles 
in Valencia to have prevented 
possibly the total loss of H.M. 
destroyer Hunter, when she was 
holed by an explosion, off Almeria 
on ‘Thursday. 
killed eight men and wounded 
fourteen others. | 

The Admiralty stated last night 

that a preliminary investigation 
into the cause of the explosion in 
H.M.S. Hunter, in which eight 
men were killed and fourteen in- 
jured, suggests that the ship struck 
a floating mine. 
The Admiralty statement adds 
that it is unlikely that further de- 
tails can be available until the 
vessel has been docked. Arrange- 
ments are being made to tow her 
to Gibraltar. 


DIVERS AT WORK 


The divers carried out the inspection of 
the damaged hull, following the appoint- 
ment of a mixed commission of British and 
Spanish officers to investigate the cause of 
the explosion while the vessel stil] is in 
Spanish waters.. According to the British 
Embassy in Valencia the hole made has 
been repaired sufficiently to enable the 
destroyer to be towed to Gibraltar by 
British destroyers. 

The destroyer was said to have been 
getting lower and lower in the water when 
the Spanish Government destroyer, 
Lazaga, dashed up at full speed, followed 
by Coastguard vessels, and, the sea being 
calm, towed the Hunter by the bows to 
Almeria, where she was moored to the 
quayside. 


TRAPPED IN ENGINE ROOM 


At 4 p.m, according to one account, 
water still was rushing in, and the Hunter 
would have sunk where she was if Spanish 
tugs had not come alongside and helped to 
support her by numerous cables, while 
powerful pumps got to work on the flooded 
compartments. A squad of divers were 
able to close a certain number of the water- 
tight doors, but are said to have failed to 
recover four bodies reported to have been 
trapped in the engine room. Efforts were 
made yesterday with blow pipes to cut 
away the stecl-plating of the engine room, 
it is reported.

Rice at Boyle (Co. Roscommon) 
Court yesterday, when twenty-five 
young men, who had been mas- 
querading as ‘‘ Straw Men ” at a 
wedding feast, were charged with 
unlawful] assembly. 

The wedding was that of Thomas Frain 
of Curpenagh, near Boyle, and he 
described in court how the festivities. 
which took place on February &th at his 
house, were interrupted by the arrival of 
three parties of ‘‘Straw Men.” The first 
party numbered six, and carried scythe 
lades. Attired in costumes and headgear 
made of straw they danced for some time. 
and then presented him with a note which 


read :— 
DEMAND NOTE. ; 
“This to demand not more nor less 
than three pound ten, which will 
enable us to leave your premises 
peacefully, and if you don’t comply we 
will do some destruction, so do not 
delay. Wishing you and your wife 
all the joys of married life.’’ 
““A nice wedding present,” commented 
the District Justice. 


SCYTHE BLADES 


Frain, continuing his evidence, said that 
he did-not give the men any money. They 
refused the drinks offered to them, and 
when they left after a couple of hours they 
battered the door with the scythe blades 
and knocked down the piers of the 
entrance gate. His guests were frightened 
and tried to escape through a window. 
The other parties of ‘‘ Straw Men” who 
came later took drink and danced, but 
did not demand money. 

“ Aren’t these all réspectable. decent 
men ?’’ asked Mr. Callan, for the defence. 

“ Yes," replied the witness. — 

“Do you call men who threatened to 
break up your house and who demanded 
pounds respectable and decent 
men?” inquired the District Justice, but 
Frain did not answer. 

_ Mr. Callan said that it was a foolish 
joke, and asked Frain if he received 
another note from the ‘‘ Straw Men” 
which read : — 

Dear Mr, and Mrs. Frain; 
We think it only right 

That we should come to you to-night. 
But we don’t want any fight, 
But. just a bit of fun, 

As we are on the run 

And we haven’t got a gun. 
We'll be surely in a trance, 
If we but get a chance 

For some of us to dance 

At your nice little wedding. 

The witness replied that the men had 
given his brother some written notes. The 
entrance gates, he added, were taken off 
their hinges and placed against the door 
of the house, 


DISCOURAGING MARRIAGE 

‘“ No wonder,” said the District Justice, 
“ that there are so few marriages when a 
man is put under such terrorism.” 

Guard Maguire said that he and Guard 
Leahy met the “ Straw Men ” in the lane. 
way leading to Frain’s house at 11 o’clock, 
and he called on them to halt. Some of 
them ran. away and some were caught. 
Some gave wrong names and some their 
correct names, and Guard Leahy took 
scythe blades from some. Mr. Frain told 
him that it was the first gang that caused 
all the terrorism, and said that when they 
did not get money they let his stock out. 
He asked Frain why the men guests did 
not go out and chase the gang, and he 
answered that they were afraid, as the 
gang had scythes and pitchforks, 

Mr. Callan—That was part of. the 
regalia. 

Mr. Callan said that the custom was an 
old tradition, and, no matter what new 
ideas were introduced, this was one which 
could not be removed, 

District Justice Rice said that it was 
shocking that a man could not get married 
without. being subjected to this sort of 
blackguardism. What right had people 
to come along and stop a marriage feast? 
It might be an old custom, but it would 
have to stop, as far as he was concerned. 
When the District Justice announced 
that he would put the defendants under 


-a Tule of bail, Mr. Callan suggested that 


their personal undertaking to discontinue 
the custom should be accepted. 

Inspector Horan said that he would 
agree to that, and the defendants gave

MR. COSGRAVE’S 
CRITICISM 


” GOVERNMENT'S FIVE 
- YEARS’ FAILURE 


— + 


Ie main feature of our present 
| position is that, after five years 
in office, an obedient and constant 
Parliamentary majority behind. it, 
the Government has entirely failed 
to carry out its own programme, and 
it has failed to carry out that 
programme in world circumstances 


which were entirely favourable to 


this country. 

In those words Mr. ‘W. T. Cosgrave, 
leader of the United Ireland Party, speak- 
ing at a Carlow-Kildaré Convention held 
in the Town Hall, Carlow, last night, 
summed up the national economic situa- 
tion from the United Ireland Party view- 
point, a 


NO CHANGE | 


Mr. Cosgrave declared that there was no 
change whatever since 1932 in the relation- 
ship between the Free State and Great 
Britain, and that the new Constitution 
added not a jot or tittle to the freedom 
already achieved. It simply afforded to 
the man who framed it the satisfaction of 
saying that he had changed certain names. 

In the matter of foreign policy, he 
accused the Government of having 
slavishly followed the British lead. 

The fact that the Constitution that they 
had could be amended, even out of all 
recognition, was, he said, not due to any 
work accomplished by the present Govern- 
ment. It was due to work which was 
accomplished in the teeth of an immense 
propaganda carried out by them—and in 
spite of their armed position over a certain 
period—that the present draft amendment 
to the Constitution was made possible, and 
its discussion in an Irish Parliamenht was 
made possible by the work which was done 
before the present Government came into 
office. 


LOST OPPORTUNITIES 


“ Within the last two or three years,” 
he said, ‘‘there have been increasing 
opportunities of selling Irish produce at 
a good price in a near and easily 
accessible market. Government policy, by 
the killing of calves, by the reduction of 
our produce in eggs, butter and bacon, 
has prevented our people from gaining 
advantages which were there for the 
taking, and by preventing the agricultural] 
population from getting the p.oper price 
for its goods it has imperilled the pros- 
pects of our industries, new and old. 

“ No device is spared by the people at 
present in power in. their attempts to 
deceive the people. The present proposed 
‘amendments to the Constitution were 
issued in Irish and in English, and 
provided that the Irish version, in 
of conflict, is to be the version to which 
the Judges shall have regard. But the 
Irish version is obviously a translation 
of the English, and now that the transla- 
tion has been made, steps are being taken 
to have it improved and have the spelling 
altered. 


THE NEW NAME 


** Surely within the last five years com- 
petent Irish scholars could have been 
found, not hurriedly at the last woment 
before a yeneral election, but quietly and 
calmlv, to solve whatever problems there 
may be to solve in the spelling of the 
modern Irish language. As a matter of 
fact, during ose last regimé considerable 
progress was made in that direction, but 
the main feature in the: policy of the pre- 
sent Government is that everything their 
predecessors did, even down to and in- 
cluding the spelling of the Irish language, 
was wrong. 

“ One of the results of the present pro- 


posed Constitution is that the word 
Eire, meaning Ireland, would signify 
only twenty-six counties of Ireland. 
That is. of course, a twisting, if not an 


abasement. of the Irish language, but it 
is an excellent example of the mentality 
of our present rulers, who believe that you 
can change the nature of the thing hy 
calling it something else. We are told 
to-day that there has been a _ radical 
change in the circumstances and powers 
of this State—call it what you like—since 
1933. That is not so. The King of 
England and the Government of Fneland 
had as little authority hero in March, 
1932, as they have to-day. 


AS IN 1932 


From 1922 to 1932 the Irish Govern 
ment never abandoned the claim that the 
Parliament in Dublin was a sovereign 
Parliament, and have never allowed the 
Government of Great Britain to dictate 
to them. We are no freer now than we 
were in 1932. no matter how the name of 
the State may be changed. The Ministers 
who sit in Merrion Square, or the Armv 
or the Judges, or our Ministers abroad, 
will be free and untrammelled in ther 
decisions or their operations, simply 
because they were free in 1932. The last 
Government asserted not only our politica! 
rights, hut alto our fiscal rights. Thev 
tariffed British goods as well as the goods 
of manv other nations. No demand was 
ever made to them that in order to ensure 
a market for Great Britain for Irish 
agriculturai produce there should he any 
renvnciation of our power to tariff British 
goods. 

‘The policy of the present Government 
has: actually been to pretend to be at war 
with the English, while at the same time 
they yield consistently to British Goverr- 
ment claims, and in foreign affairs follow 
the British Government policy with the 
greatest thoroughness. 


FINE GAEL’S INTENTIONS | 


“ 4 Government must be judged by its 
deeds, not by its declarations or by its 
promises. At Geneva our delegate helped 
the representative of Soviet Russia to 
become a member of the Council of the 
League of Nations. In every auestion of 
foreign policy our, Government has 
slavishly followed the British, notably in 
the case of Abyssinia and the civil war in 
Spain. They have given the British air 
bases here and oil bases. They have given 
them a monopoly of our custom in coal and 
certain other commodities. The organisa 
tion, which on its notenaper calls itself 
‘The Republican Party,’ has completely 
abandoned the Republic, and we now hear 
from Ministers that association with the 
British Commonwealth of Nations is for 
the good of the people. The real trouble 
is that we have made no progress of any

The Conference 's first official act was 
to send a message—a ‘‘tribute of loyal 
devotion ’’—to the King and Queen. It 
was moved by Mr. Baldwin and seconded 
by General Hertzog (South Africa), and 
it prayed that Their Majesties’ reign 
might be happy and prosperous, and that 
the King and Queen “ might long be 
spared to strengthen the ties of affection 
and loyalty which unite all the peoples 
of the British Commonwealth under the 
Crown." 


THE KING’S REPLY 


Just hefore the Conference concluded 
its session Mr. Baldwin read the fol; 
lowing reply from the King — | 

“I sincerely thank the Prime Ministers 
and other representatives of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations for the message 
of loyalty and devotion which they have 
addressed to the Queen and myself on 
the opening of the first Imperial Con- 
ference of my reyrn. | 

“Tt is very fitting that the solemn 
ceremony of Wednesday last should be 
succeeded immediately by your delibera- 
tions. I shall follow them with the 
greatest interest- in the confident hope 
that they will advance the happiness and 
prosperity of all my peoples.’’ | 


THE LATE KING GEORGE 


Mr. Baldwin, in the course of a 
tribute to King George V., said :—‘‘B 
the wisdom, insight and sympathy wit 
which he presided over the destinies of 
the Empire he contributed in a unique 
manner towards the smooth progress of 
those great political developments which 
were so distinguishing a feature of his 
reign.”* 


MR. BALDWIN’S ADDRESS 


In the course of his presidential address, 
Mr. Baldwin said that since the previous 
Coronation there had been far-reaching 
changes in status and mutual relation- 
ships. He referred in particular to the 
declaration of the Imperial Conference in 
1926. and to the passage into law in 1951 
of the Statute of Westminster and in 1935 
of the Government of India Act. | 

If the free exercise of the principle of 
co-operation was to be preserved, it was 
necessary that the nations who believed 
in it should strengthen the foundations on 
which it rested—not only professing it 
but practising it; and being seen to 
practise it. i 
. Though we shall discuss other important 
subjects, he went on, we are agreed that 
questions of foreign affairs and defence 
shall be our main subjects. For we are 
met at a time when the international 
situaticn is difficult, and even threatening, 
and the responsibility rests upon us to see 
that our deliberations not only are of 
service to ourselves, but also may help 
in some measure towards the solution of 
those international problems which are 
perplexing the world. 

He urged them not to be discouraged 
by the greatness or difficulty of their 
task, and said: I believe that we shall find 
that the principles on which we ourselves 
relv are the key to the solution of the 
rivalries, suspicions and bitterness which 
grievously divide the world to-day. 


ARMAMENTS RACE 


They deplored the necessity for rearma- 
ment expansion, but they had no choice, 
he said, with so many of the most power- 
ful nations of the world expanding their 
armed forces in this ruinous race. Britain 
shouldered that burden for the security of 
her i1sland—which was still the heart of 


the Empire—but also that she might be — 


equipped to fulfil her responsibilities in 
guarding the security of the Empire 
overseas 

It = be our task, Mr. Baldwin con- 
cluded,’ to consider whether, while pres 
serving our individual rights of decision 
and action. we can co-ordinate our 
various policies in such a way as to assist 
one another—as is, I know, the hope and 
prayer of all of us—to help forward the 
cause of peace. 


FREEDOM CHALLENGED 


Mr. MacKenzie King, Prime Minister 
of Canada, on whose motion Mr. Baldwin 
was elected President of the Conference, 
said that democracy and _ individual 
freedom had been challenged and scorned 
abroad, and belittled ur some quarters at 
home ;. but new bonds of sympathy had 
been established between States. 

Mr. J. A Lyons, Prime Minister of 
Australia, followed with a call to the 
Dominions for a consistent and uwnified 
Empire policy, and for an examination of 
the bases of the British Commonwealth 
policy. He asserted that the experience of 
the last few years had shown the imprac- 
ticability of achieving to the full 


the ideals of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations. The Dominions 
must recognise that their new status 


carried with it great responsibilities. No 
longer could they shelter behind their 
partnership in the British Empire. He em- 
phasised that they must face to the fullest 
extent of their capacity the obligation to 
provide for their own national defence, 
and play their part in ensuring the peace 
of the world, Australia would greatly

HE story of how a young nurse met her 

death while working the lift at Steevens’s 

+ Hospital on Thursday last was related 
to Dr. D. A. MacErlean, City Coroner, who 
held a inquest into the occurrence .at the 
hospital yesterday morning. 

e nurse was Miss Annie Teresa 
McGuinness (19), a native of Mohill, and 
was described by the matron of the hospital 
as a bright and intelligent girl. 

The Matron (Miss Alice Reeves) said that 
the lift was used by everyone. On Thurs- 
day Nurse McGuinness was sent with another 
nurse to take a patient on a trolley to the 
X-Ray department. In the operating theatre 
the two nurses had a little discagsion as to 
which of them: would remain with the patient. 
Nurse McGuinness elected to stay. 

Dr. Harold 8, Barber, Senior Resident 
Surgeon, said that while he was walking 
along the corridor opposite the operating 
theatre his attention was drawn: to the lift 
from which loud shrieks were coming. He 
saw a nurse being dragged down between th: 
upper part of the lift and the protective gril 
surrounding it. He immediately ran to 
wards the lift and saw the nurse drop down 
into the lift. When he reached the gate the 
lift had gone below the floor, and he could 
not stop it. When the lift came to a stand: 
still he helped the nurse out. She was dead. 
Death was due to shock and _ cerebral 


hemorrhage. 


PATIENT’S EVIDENCE 


Miss Ruby Murphy, a patient in the hospi- 
tal, in a statement given to Sergeant Rooney 
(22 A), said that whil she was being taken 
up in the lift by Nurse McGuinness, the 
latter, on arriving at the second floor stopped 
the lift. As the lift was a few inches below 
the level of the floor the nurse pressed the 
button apparently to get it. to rise, The 
lift, however, went down. The nurse caught 
hold of the bars in front and as the hít 
descended she was caught and dragged down. 

Miss Annie Faloon, a patient, who gave her 
evidence while sitting in a bath chair, said 
that while on the ground floor she heard 
screams coming from. the lift. 

Thos. Ryan, 109 Francis street, said that 
he was a supervisor of Waygood-Otis lifts. 
He had examined the lift on the previous da 
and had found that everything was fool- 
proof. The accident could have paeponne if 
a floor button had been pressed. 

In reply to Mr. Murray, solicitor, he said 
that the lift had been in the hospital for 
twenty-nine years. More modern lifts would 
be safer than that used in the hospital. 

The jury: returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, and added a rider 
recommending that a more modern lift should 
be installed in the hospital. 

Mr. Rooke (Messrs. Rooke and Rooke, 
solicitors) appeared for the Governors of the 
hospital, and expressed on their behalf 
sympathy with the relatives of the dead girl.

THE INFLUENCE OF

DUBLIN P.E.N. CLUB 
SYMPOSIUM

welcomed some prominent writers 
from Northern Ireland at a symposium 
in Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, last Saturday might. 

Lord Longford who presided, mentioned 
that the international P.E.N. congress was 
being held this year in Paris, and that the 
Dublin club was sending a delegate. He was 
very pleased and happy to see those repre- 
sentatives of literature in the North present, 
because he felt very definitely that there 
were many departments of life in which there 
was need for connection between the North 
and the South, and he wished to see that 
accomplished. He believed that literary men 
could prove themselves to be leaders in that 
way and do something towards a better under- 
standing between North and South He 
hoped that a branch of the P.E.N, Club 
would be formed in Belfast. 

Captain Denis Ireland, who was invited to 
speak about literature in the North, said that 
he. could not think of any mer work of art 
by anyone who officially called himself a 
Unionist. He thought that nineteenth 
century Ulster had not produced as much as 
they would have liked to see it produce, but 
that. was not to say that Ulster was poor 
in artistic harvest; rather was it because 
Ulster had been exporting her artists. They 
all flowed automatically to London, but he 
thought that now there was a tendency 
among the younger men in Ulster to try to 
stay at home. That might not bring them 
a fat living, but it would, he thought, be 
their artistic salvation. What the political 
effect of their staying at home was going 
to be in the long run he could not say. 

The situation of the artist in Ulster was 
slightly different from that of the artist in 
the Free State. They had what he called a 
cultural breach—an extraordinary gap. Either 
the Ulsterman must run to London and lose 
this nationatity or stay at home and face 
this cultural gap in the community. He was 
not pessimistic about literature in Ulster. 
He thought that they could expect great 
things from the North in another twenty-five 
years; . : 

Mr. Thomas Carnduff expressed the view 
that drama did not get an adequate oppor- 
tunity for development in the North, because 
there they had no theatre except a pro- 
vincial theatre. The little theatre move- 
ment was run by Englishmen. He believed 
that it would be really through drama that 
they would be able to appeal to the worker 
in Ulster, especially the shipyard worker of 
Belfast. The revival of culture in Belfast 
would come when they got a theatre of their 
own. 

Professor Owen Meredith, speaking of 
literature as they found it in such authors 
as Dante and Shakespeare, said that there 
was no literature in the North of Ireland, 
and no prospect of literature in the North 
of Ireland. In the work-a-day sense there 
was a continual slow trickle of new stuff 
coming on in the North, and sg Fr com- 
mendable local novels by two ladies. So 
far as he had observed there was some stream 
of endeavour coming from the undergraduates 
at the university, at least comparable in 
excellence with what he had known himself 
years ago in Cambridge, and read about, 
of other universities. e did not agree that 
drama and literature did not get an outlet 
or encouragement in Ulster. i 

Miss Alice Milligan spoke of the collection 
of music that they had in Belfast; of the 
appeal that drama made to the working class 
in that city, and of the fine collection of 
ballad literature that existed there. 


ART AND INDUSTRY 


Mr. Richard Rowley said that, in the 
main, Ulster was a manufacturing com- 
munity, and it was not to be expected that 
very great literature would be produced 
where men were working too hard to have 
any time for the finer arts. What killed 
the tendency to the finer arts in Ulster was 
the factory system. Race or religion had 
nothing to do with it: the cause was purely 
economic, and when they criticised Ulster for 
producing little literature they should remem- 
ber that the literary output of Ulster had 
been as large as that of any similar city 
across the water: | 

The theatre in Belfast was going through 
the same period of progress and regression as 
the theatre was going through in every city 
in the three “sál. so and in America. Ít was 
not “hat the people of Belfast would not, sup- . 
port the theatre. — People anywhere would 
not po the theatre if they did not get 
what they wanted, and it seemed to him that. 
dramatists, instead of blaming people for 
being hardhearted, should see whether they 
could make for themselves a new form of 
art or not. It was quite possible that the art 
of the theatre and the art of the cinema would 
have to come together and form a composite 
art, and rt would not lower the dignity of 
the artist to consider that very earetally. 

Mr. Denis Johnston, speaking of the people 
of the North and of the South, said that he 
found it very hard to take 'ha border 
seriously, and he found difficulty in discover- 
ing any serious fundamental difference be- 
tween the two peoples. - 6

Northern Murmurs 


| Signs of differences of opinion, if not of 
| disruption, among the Northern Unionists 
are multiplying. The latest appeared on 
Saturday, when the delegates of the 
Larne Division of County Antrim met to 
select a candidate for the seat left vacant 
by the translation of Mr. G. B. Hanna, 
K.C., to a county court judgeship. Three 
names were proposed—those of Major 
Harold C. Robinson, Mr. James Camp- 
bell, junr., and Captain James Ferris. 
Captain Ferris’s candidature was ruled 
out because he would not profthise to 
accept. the delegates’ decision and to ac- 
cept the candidate of their choice, and, on 
a ballot, Major Robinson—somewhat, as 
it appears, against expectations—was 
selected as the official Unionist candidate. 
Captain Ferris, however, declines to ac- 
cept defeat. If he cannot appeal to the 
electors as official Unionist candidate he 
proposes to appeal on his own behalf—to 


| go forward as a ‘‘ Unionist candidate in 


opposition to the Unionist candidate 
specially selected.” It may be that dis- 
appointment at his rejection has embit- 
tered Captain Ferris’s views, as narrated 
to our correspondent after Saturday’s 
meeting, but, if he has stated them fairly, 
there is little wonder that his candida- 
ture led to trouble. Captain Ferris does 
not seem to fit into official Unionism’s 
somewhat complacent scheme of things. 
He is dissatisfied with ‘‘ much of the 
domestic policy of the Northern Govern- 
ment,’’ and intends, if elected to Parlia- 
ment, to challenge it. He refers, in par- 
ticular, to its transport policy, which, for 
all its theoretical virtues, appears. to have 
caused some hardship, but he also is in 
substantial agreement with Mr. W. J. 
Stewart’s. doctrine that the North’s 
financial and economic telations with 
Great Britain demand a drastic overhaul. 
He ‘believes that Viscount Craigavon’s 
Government has done less than it might 
have done for the lessening of unemploy- 
ment, and hopes to improve matters by 
means of ‘‘continual pressure’’ on the 
Government. 

Northern’ Ireland has had previous ex- 
perience of “independent Unionists,” and 


not be a source of worry to Lord Craig- 
avon. Captain Ferris’s ‘‘ revolt,’’ how- 
ever, is only one of a chain of incidents 
which betrays a widespread spirit of un- 
easiness beyond the border. Lord Craig- 
avon has made mistakes, and it is only 
natural that they should be laid sooner 
or later at his door. His chief error is 
that, in the effort to maintain Unionist 
solidarity throughout the Province, he has 
imposed too rigorous a ban on that right 
of criticism which is the life-blood of 
democracy. His party has been ruled 
with an almost Fascist discipline, and no 
place has been allowed to the murmurings 
of revolt which occur in the best-regulated 
and best-co:ftrolled parliamentary parties 
of other countries. A situation of this 
sort cannot endure. Viscount Craigavon 


| regards criticism of the smallest detail of 


his programme as criticism of his policy 
at large, and waves the threat of political 
ostracism over the offender’s head. This 
is very bad politics. The net result must 
be that anyone who finds the slightest 
cause of complaint in Lord Craigavon’s 
adiministiation is forced’ into violent 
opposition; and such opposition is the 
more dangerous because, coming from a 
Unionist, it knows the Unionist mind.

Philip Snowden 


When the British Budget failed to draw 
its meed of criticism this year from Philip 
Snowden, the first Viscount Snowden of 
Ickonshaw, all who follow politiéal events 
closely realised that something had gone 
wrong. Their worst fears were confirmed 
by his unexpected death on Saturday at 
his Surrey home, where he was the near 
neigibour of Mr. Lloyd George. It was 
always difficult for those who hed known 
Philip Snowden twenty or twenty-five 
years ago to. think of him as Viscount 
Snowden and a member of the House of 
Lords. He can never have felt comfort- 
able among the Peers, as his autobiography 
clearly suggests that his great days were 
those of propagandist effort for the Labour 
Party. He was one of the architects of 
that party, one of those to whom it owed 
most for its ultimate achievement of the 
Treasury bench in the Palace of Saint 
Stephen. Names that are to-day hardly a 
memory, so swiftly does time swallow 
political reputation nowadays, were those 
that Snowden most revered: the names of 
those who were foremost in the ranks of 
British Radicalism at the beginning of the 
century, Hardie, Hyndman, Blatchford, 
Quelch, Mann and Wheatley ; that is the 
company to which the first Viscount 
Snowden belonged by preference and by 
right. It was in that gallant company 
that he brought the evangel of the Labour 
Party to the newly enfranchised and 
educated in the factory towns, and it was 
in that company that he saw a separate 
Labour Party take its place at West: 
minster for the first time in 1906. With 
Ramsay Macdonald and the late Arthur 
Henderson he took his seat in that Parlia- 
ment, and for twelve years he represented 
the same constituency of Blackburn. In 
the War years he stood with Ramsay Mac- 
donald, so that in the “‘ coupon ”’ election 
of 1918 he lost his seat. For fifteen years 
before 1906 Snowden had been one of the 
most brilliant speakers and propagandist 
writers for the Independent Labour Party, 
and nothing that he did in later years quite 
equalled his earlier achievement. 

An accident crippled him at the age 
of 27, and ended what might otherwise have 
been a really distinguished career in the 
Civil Service. From the results of that 
accident he never really recovered, and it 
may be that the bitterness of tongue for 
which he became notorious had a close 
association with the limping gait which 
was so markedly visible. If in public life 
he was noted for bitterness of expression, 
in private life he was the kindest and most 
charming of men. Once relaxed and at 
ease in his favourite chair, he could be 
scholarly and witty, discursive, and even 
humorous. That side of the man was 
quite unknown to the wide public which 
knew him only on the platform or in his 
writings: his speeches. were invariably 
coldly logical in arrangement and precise 
in their phrasing. He had what one of his 
colleagues described as a statistical mind, 
so that every problem presented itself 
primarily to his mind in tabulated form. 
He was the financial expert of the Labour 
movement in Britain, whose studies of 
Budgets marked him for the Exchequer 
when Labour ruled, and it was in accord 
with his reputation that he had the oppor- 
tunity to frame Budgets himself. Through- 
out his life he remained consistently 
attached to Free, Trade and the burning 
desire to have the liquor trade closely 
controlled. Had he been free to act in- 
dependently, when he was Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, the drink trade would 
probably have fared badly, but interna- 
tional finances curbed his zeal. It is on 
this account that he will probably be re- 
membered in history, or in popular legend, 
as the man who said in 1929 that ** Britain 
must no longer be reyarded as the milch- 
cow of Europe.” If that be so, both 
history and legend will err: Philip 
Snowden deserves remembrance for his 
great part in the foundation of the British 
Labour Party. ee

London Crowds 


‘The strike of the omnibus workers has 
heen a real blessing to the police, if not 
to the general public, as it has greatly 
lightened their work during the past few 
excited days. The streets have been filled 
with traffic, consisting of private cars, 
and. if the omnibuses had been added, it 
is easy to see what chaos there: would 
have been. This was notably the case 
last night. Countless thousands of people 
poured inte the central districts from the 
suburbs, with the result that in the course 
of the evening all efforts at directing 
traffic were abandoned, and the crowds 
took possession of the roadways as well 
as the pavement. It had been supposed 
that, with the departure of the King and 
Queen to Windsor for a short rest, public 
enthusiasm would have decreased, but 
exactly the opposite has happened, and 
big crowds waited outside Buckingham 
Palace all the evening, though there was 
nothing to see. Queen Mary's drive 
through the East End and back through 
the West End aroused remarkable scenes 
of enthusiasm, and these are likely to be 
repeated when the King and Queen pay 
informal visits to some of the London 
districts in the course of the next fort- 
night. 


The Omnibus Strike 


The omnibus men have decided to 
persevere with their strike, but only in a 
half-hearted way, as many of the men 
would fain return to work if they could 
do so without exciting resentment on the 
part of the more extreme members of the 
Transport and General Workers’ Union. 
The decision to carry on with the strike 
is definitely against the wishes of the 
leaders of the únion, who can. see what 
the men are apparently unable to see for 
themselves—that the public no longer has 
sympathy; for the workers, who have 
refused terms which were not only satis- 
factory at the moment, but promised 
further concessions if it should be found 
that they were necessary. The one point 
now is that the men are determined to get 
a seven and a half hours’ day, but most 
workers agree that such a demand is un- 
reasonable in the circumstances.

Those who have run the 
risk of being‘ strangled by economic 
war know what to think and how to 
act. 

“In this question no hesitation is 
possible ; for it would be fatal, 

‘“It is a question of assuring the life, 
the future and the power of the great 
Italian people.” 

Signor Mussolini went on to describe 
the steps which Italy has taken towards 
self-sufficiency in the past year.

Farmers will receive 40s. a ton for 
potatoes in connection with the industrial 
alcohol. factory which has been completed 
at Cadhnach, County Donegal. i 
This was announced by Mr, T. Derrig, 
Minister for Education, at a Fianna Fail 
convention at Glenties yesterday. . 
Mr. Derrig said that the industrial 
alcohol factory at Carndonagh is equipped 
with the most modern plant for the pro- 
duction of alcohol from potatoes. The 
lant is capable of an output of about 
tO gallons of spirit per day. 
To produce this quantity of spirit means 
that a market will be found in the district 
for from 7,000 to 10,000 tons of potatoes 
each year. | 
The factory will afford direct em loy- 
ment to some thirty-five hands, , in 
addition, there will be the substantial 
employment on the farm and in connec- 
tion with the transport of the raw 
spirit and the by- 
products. 
- The factory will be started up when 
potatoes from the next crop are available, | 
and during that season it has been 


t | arranged that the farmer will receive a 


price of 40s, per ton for potatoes delivered 
to the factory. : i 
This price of 40s. is based on a starch 
content, of 16 per cent., with an increase 
or a reduction of 2d. per ton for each one-
